Those plans, embodied 
in tho letter givon below, meet the hearty 
approval of Secretary Lamor: 
• THE HONOIU.BLE SECmsTAiiY OF THE IN'- 
TKnioii: I have tho honor to recommend 
for the work of this bureau for the present 
year an investigation outlined as follows: 
That tho bureau shall investigate tho ques- 
tion o£ industrial depressions, involving a 
study of thair character, their causes, and 
whether they aro contemporaneous in tho 
great producing countries of tho world and 
whether, 
as to duration, severity* and 


periodicity thoy aro alike in such countries.

Tbo infl'Jouco of 
taxes on all matters relating to living

industrial

far "corners" may ho inEuoutiul in such 
matto-r*;.tho productivity of labor in various 
localities, the influence of distribution and 
transportation of foreign immigration, and 
tho employment of foreign contract labor in 
bringing about depressions; wha.t industrial, 
commercial, and linan clol conditions havo 
preceded such depressions, uud

large importations or oxportations, or ei- 
ton^ivo railroad building,- etc., have pre- 
ceded thoro. 


This rough outline will indicate to you tho 


scopo of tho proposed worlt of this oQIco for 
tho current yoor. 


Should it moot' your approval, it will be 


my purpose to so push tho investigation as

sion or tho next congress, say January. 18SO. 
It does not seem to mo to be profitable nor 
expedient for this bureau to attempt more 
than one investigation at the present time.
